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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 29-46 and 57-58, drawn to a conductive organic-inorganic hybrid material. 

Group II, claims 47, drawn to a fuel cell comprising at least one membrane comprising a 
conductive organic-inorganic hybrid material. 

Group III, claims 48-56 and 60-62, drawn to a process for preparing a conductive organic- 
inorganic hybrid material. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group II lacks unity with 
Group I and Group III because Group II requires a fuel cell with at least one electrode which is 
not required by Groups I and III. Furthermore, Group III lacks unity with Group I because 
Group III requires process steps for preparing the material of Group I, such as synthesizing 
compounds, hydrolyzing the organic-inorganic hybrid solution, evaporation of solvents, etc, 
which said process steps are not required by Group I. 



3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.

4. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder.
